enter occasional mild protests 
and 


submissive appeals, and to whom? To 
Huerta, whose government we had re- 
fused to recognize, and who, accord- 
ing to our view, had no power nor 
authority to act. To Villa, not recog- 
nized as a belligerent; not even a sol- 
dier, but a brigand and murderer of

Senator Works, outlined the events

Huerta after the assassination of Ma- 
dero "doubtless by Huerta, who suc- 
ceeded him, or with hia knowledge 
and connivance." After

drawal of Ambassador Wilson 
from 


Mexico, Senator Works declared, re- 
ferring to the sending of John Lind 
to Mexico City, there '-'commenced a 
series of conduct of a kind wholly un- 
known to diplomacy and so absurd as 
to make-'US ridiculous at 
home and 


abroad."Criticises Wilson Pp'iicy. 
The demand of the president in his 
message_ta.Hugcta.that there_.s]iould 
he an armistice, could not have been 
complied with, the senator continued, 
and "the demand that security be giv- 
en for a free election in Mexico was 
impossible of fulfillment because of 
the ignorance of the Mexican masses. 
Such an election, he declared, proba- 
bly would have brought about 
the 


"election of a bull fighter for presi- 
dent." 
"Naturally Huerta refused to con- 


sider these proposals," continued the 
senalbr. "What else could have been 
expected? 
His refusal put our gov- 
ernment in a most unfortunate posi- 
tion. 
It 
could not enforce its de- 
mands. It might go to war, but the 
refusal to comply with the demands 
could furnish no justification for de- 
claring war, because we had no right 
to make them. So we had to submit 
tamely to the position of Huerta, bear 
'he derision and sneers of the Mexi- 
can people and the indulgent smile= 
of all the nations o£ the world. And, 
Sir, whatever may be said of Huerta 
in ether respects—and I have no dis- 
position to defend him—he did beat 
himself with courage, wisdom 
and 


moderation in this whole matter. 


British Subject Killed. 
"At last a prominent British sub- 


ject was brutally murdered by Vila- 
or by his orders. Public indignation 
ran high. The people were aroused 
but the state department maintamec 
its usual degree of composure. I _d; 
not know why the murder of a cib 
zen of Great Britain should have ere 
ated more feeling than the assassina 
tion of hundreds of our own people, 
except that we have assumed to bp 
the pr'otecter of the citizens and sub- 
jects of all other nations and insiste/1 
that sucli nations should leave this 
city and responsibility to us. It there- 
fore involves the question of our good 
faith toward other nations when vv\ 
allow their people to be slaughtered 
in Mexico. 
"This case was one to put our goofl 
faith and our courage to the test. The 
poor widow asked for the body of her 
dead husband, buried on'Mexican soil 
What did our government do to se- 
cure this right? It liumbly petitionsc" 
Villa, his murderer, to allow his re 
mains to be removed. The state de 
partment spent days in trying to fine 
out whether this man was shot b> 
Villa or put to death by order of c 
drumhead court martial, called not bj 
a soldier, not by a belligerent, but by 
a brigand and professional murderer 
What possible difference does it make 
whether he lost his life one way or 
the other? 
For this the sorrowing

What should have the

Just what it shoulc 
have done for one of its own citizens

Unity on Progressive Princi- 


ples Says La Follette.

Madison, Wis., March 6.—"Because 
hat republican leadership which was 
irectly 
responsible 
for 
economic 
wrongs under which the country snf- 
ers, divided and defeated progressibe 
epublican control, the people protest- 
d and registered their disapproval 
n the national election of 1912. Unless 
he republican party recognizes and 
accepts these self-evident and indis- 
ratable facts and 'gets together' on 
his basis, unless it advances under 
uch progressive leadership as will 
asure a vitally sound and thorough- 
Tung progressive government, it can- 
iot hope to win and it ought not to 
win the national election of 1916." 
Sins of the Party. 
This is Senator La Follette's pro- 
ihecy of the future of the republican 
jarty as a national organization. In 
announcing 
his 
views in a signed 
magazine editorial today, the senator 
ecites 
some 
of the "sins of the 
party" that brought about defeat. 
"Promised tariff revision was jug- 
fled for ten years," adds Senator- La 
toilette. "Combinations., trusts, mon-. 
upolies, holding :compaiiiies, interlock- 
ng directorates, the control of credit 
and capital—the monster evils with 
vhich we are now grappling—came 
into being and grew to lusty power, 
almost wholly within the period of the 
ast two republican 
administrations, 
xnd while republican leadership was 
dominant in both houses of congress. 
To Regain Confidence. 
"These are ugly facts. 
But they 
are the facts with which the repub- 
ican party must deal openly, frankly, 
earlessly before it can win back the 
confidence of the millions of men com- 
irising tho great body of that party, 
i'or these conditions the standpat re- 
publican leadership must bear the re- 
sponsibility. Not an act that strength- 
ened monopoly had the approval of 
he seven million republican voters." 
After reviewing some detail of the 
organisation and advance of the pro- 
gressive republican cause, Senator La 
toilette declares 
that the task of 
'getting together" can not be accom- 
plished by "honeyed words and flimsy 
iretext."

Demand for 
help 
increased 
over 50 per cent. 
In 
January 
for 
every 100 jobs there were- 212 appli- 
cants, while in February there were 
150 applicants for every 
100 .jobs. 
ompared with February a year ago, 
'e-eon^ttien-^f-'the-labor--market-is 
worse.' Demand is less'by about 25 
per cent. 
The improvement in February over 
a month ago was due mainly to the 
demand for laborers at ice cutting. 
There were signs of improvement in 
other lines as well, however. More 
farm hands were placed in positions, 
and the metal trades .reported a slight 
increase in the number of men hired. 
In the main, the increased demand 
was for common laborers. 
During the month of February 
the 
public employment offices 
placed in 


positions 1,691 men and 463 women 
as compared with 722 men and 413 
women in January. February, a year 
ago, 
the number of positions filled 
was 1,496 men and 319 women.

The letter demanding the money 
was dated March 3 and stated that if 
the ransom were not paid within five 
days, Luis would be "taken 
south" 
with General Villa. 
This threat General Terrazas con- 
strues in only one way, and that is 
lis son will fall a victim to the no- 
torious fugitive law if the money is 
not forthcoming.

statute somewhat ambiguous he sub;, 
mitted the question to the attorney- 
general for an opinion. 
"The correct practice in "such cases, 
it seems to me," writes the attorney 
general, "is for the party who is in 
oossession of the evidence to lay it 
before the district attorney and the 
district attorney should then 
make 
and sign the complaint and bring the 
action in the name of the state. It is 
the duty of the district attorney to 
prosecute such an action as soon as 
he has sufficient evidence in his pos- 
session showing that the bond has 
been breached. 
"I do not b'elieve that a private citi- 


zen can bring^ this action for I know 
no rule of law which authorizes the 
bringing of this action by a private 
citizen. I believe, however, in view 
of the fact that one of the conditions 
in the bond is that the principal will 
pay all damages that may be recov- 
ered, that if any citizen has a judg- 
ment secured by reason of section 
1560 
he has a special interest in the 
bond and may bring an action as the 
real party in interest 
against 
the 
sureties, compelling them to satisfy 
his judgment, but no private citizen 
has the right to bring an action on the 
bond, who has not a special interest 
in the same."

Vera Cruz, March 6.—Following the 
ruthless killing of Gustave and Fran- 
sisco 
Madero and Vice President 
Suarez, General Huerta issued an "ex- 
planation" of the deaths of the latter 
;wo. 
"It was all due to their trying 


;o escape," said Huerta's 
representa- 
tive. "They were placed in an auto- 
nobile to be taken to another jail. A 
3and of men rode up to rescue them 
and, in the fight, both Madero and 
Suarez were killed. It is very regret- 
:able and we wish you would quote us 
in your dispatches as saying that it 
is very 
terrible 
and sad." 
Huerta 
aiade no effort to "explain" why, in 
the "exchange of bullets" which had 
killed Madero and Suarez, and riddled 
the closed automobile. in which they 
were claimed to have been riding, not 
ane person besides; Madero and Suarez 
lad been hit. 
It was -not explained 
low the so-called "band of rescuers" 
iiad shot down the men they were "try- 
ing to rescue," without wounding one 
of the guards who surrounded Madero 
and Suarez. 


Civilization was 
jolted by the as- 
tonishing 
news. Huerta, 
from the 
qhair in which the murdered president 
tiad sat, explained that he had noth- 
ing to do with the killing. He would 
act as president until a fair election 
could be held. He felt he was able to 
keep peace in the country. The army, 
he 
said, was with him, and it had 
never been with Madero at heart. 
Two matters of tremendous import- 
ance 
to Huerta occurred almost im- 
mediately. 
The haf3y 
Vonustiano 
Carranza, one 
of Madero's 
closes! 
friends, governor of a northern state 
student of socialism and democracy 
declared that he would fight the new 
government. And the United States 
government refused to recognize the 
government founded by Huerta. 
Huerta had over-reached himself in 
permitting the 
slaying of Fransiseo 
Madero. The kilingW Gustave Madero 
would probably have been condemned 
by the world at-large; it certainly 
would have been condemned by the 
Mexican people for, though they liked 
Madero the president, they hated Gus 
tavo for his lack of conscience and 
felt that it was Gustave who was mak 
ing Fransisco's admlnstration a fail- 
ure, through graft and cruelty. But 
the slaying of the little president, the 
gentle man who would not kill Diaz 
when Diaz was in his power, and who 
would not take the life of Reyes, when 
Reyes had tried to take his; who al- 
most faithfully followed the Biblical 
admonition to turn the other cheek, 
and who was true to his bit; dream 
that 
human rights stand above all 
other rights, was an affront to all 
human progress. The man who slew 
such a leader tried to overthrow the 
hopes of common humanity. 
It is not to be wondered at that the 
United' States- government refused to 
recognize Huerta as provisional presi- 
dent. England, however, 
hurriedly 
recognized'-the presidency of Huerta 
but there is small wonder for this, be- 
cause Huerta was friendly to the Eng- 
lish oil interests of Mexico, and Lord 
Cowdray, head of these interests, was 
a leader of the ruling party in Eng- 
land. 
Other nation's 
followed Eng- 
land's lead. 
Wpodrow Wilson 
took 
office 
as 
president of the United States. He 
declared that Huerta must not. hc_ _ 
office as president of Mexico; that a 
presidency "gained by bloodshed and 
treachery could not be upheld In any 
country in America." This seemed 
like sheer talk, for a time. Huerta 
didn't get out; 
his government con- 
tinued in power. But the passage of 
a few weeks showed the force of Wil- 
son's declarations. Huerta sent com- 
missaries to Europe to sell an issue 
of $200,00,000 (silver) in bonds. But 
the European bankers said, "We can- 
not take these bonds until the United 
States recognizes as legal the govern- 
ment established by Huerta." 
The- efforts of Huerta to gain funds 
grew more and more desperate. Lead- 
ers of the people arose against him. 
The French 
revolution has nothing 
more grim and terrible to show than 
the incidents of the days that follow- 
ed. One senator made his will at his 
home and marched down to the sen- 
ate chamber. He arose and said, in 
substance: 
"These are my last words, my will 
and testament to the Mexican people, 
whom I love. I believe I shall perish 
for what I am going to say but here 
and 
now I declare that Victoriano 
Huerta is a tyrant who must be over- 
thrown." That night he disappeared. 
He has never been seen since. Where 
his grave is not even his 
family 
knows. 
Another member of the house 
of 
deputies, a young Mexican who was a 
graduate 
of Cornell college, 
in the 
United States, was outspoken against 
Huerta. 
One evening, dining at the 
home of American friends, near his 
own house he said at the table: "I 
am against 
Huerta and I have de- 
declared 
myself. 
No one speaks 
publicly of all 
of Huerta's enemies 
who have been disappearing so mys 
teriously of late, but I suppose I will 
join the missing- -some fine day." 
He bade goodnight to his host a! 
11 o'clock, to walk the three blocks 
to his home and he, also, has never 
been seen again.

For one reason, people seldom realize they are in a 
rut. ;Take the case of Mrs. Housekeeper:- She has a 
certain round of food which she serves up to her family 
It includes certain common dishes and others which be- 
long, as it were, in the family. She almost never varies 
this round. 


Now by comparing notes with the woman next door, 
or the woman she meets at church or in her club, and 
finding out what their special family dishes are, or by
